call never was made and the lodge 5

Wabash Avenue. On Nov. 1 of the 
same year occurred ihe death of 
Zxalted. Ruler Van Valzah and A. 
©. Duddleston, stlll active in Terre 
Haute Elkdom, was elected to suc- 
ceed him. During the next few 
years the lodge suffered a number 
of hard jolts, especially in finan- 
cial matters, but through the con- 
certed effort of its officers and 
members, it recovered from all re- 
verses and kept on growing stead- 
ily. 

In December, 1898, it became ap- 
parent that the quarters over the 
bank were too зта for the in- 
creasing membership and that 
month the lodge rooms were trans- 
ferred to the fifth. floor- of the 
Grand Opera House Block on North 
Seventh Street, occupying about 
half of the floor but later taking 
the entire floor. In the rooms the 
lodge remained quartered until it 
moved into its present home—the 
Elks’ Club—at Seventh and Mul- 
berry streets, 

Club House Planned, 


When it was found the Grand 
Opera House quarters were becora- 
ing too small and talk of building 
а club house began, the finances 
of the lodge were not at flood tide, 
but this had no deterrent effect, 
The property at Seventh and Mul- 
berry proved attractive and was 
purchased and soon thereafter the 
plans were drawn for the imposing 
structure which now adorns that 
corner. ;

892, when several members of the 
Indianapolis Elks lodge came to this 
city and—in what was then the Red 
Men’s Hall on South Third street— 
instituted No. 86. The actual found- 
ing of the Terre Haute lodge fol- 
lowed by some time a previous at- 
tempt to organize the order here. 
In the previous effort Jacob D. 


1 Early was elected exalted ruler and 


was delegated to call further meet- 
ings for continued organization. No 
further meetings were called, how- 
ever, and the order failed to mate- 
rialize here at that time. 
· In the spring of 1892 Robert L. 
Hayman, who was designated secre- 
tary at the time of the organization 
attempt several years before, took 
up the task of bringing about the 
formation of a lodge here and his 
efforts were rewarded when the In- 
dianapolis aggregation appeared

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LOOKING BACKWARD 


An Outline History.of The Old Boys 
For the Past Decade 


H. O. Bronson, Historian 


During the fall of 1913 a social session was given at the Elks 
Club. A few of the old timers happened to congregate and 
someone mentioned that the present day session were nol one, 
two, three with the old time ones. In the oid days the organ- 
ization was small and we Knew and called each other by first 
names but here tonight there were dozens of Brother Elks ali 
belonging to 86 whom we did not know. Certainly we ac- 
knowledged it was our fault, that we should attend iodge 
meetings and get acquainted. Well anyway we thought it 
would be great fun to get the old bunch together and have an 
Old Time Session, just to sce how it would go, so we made ar- 
rangements to mest and talk over the situation. Well. we 
met and talked it over and decided that anyone who joined 
86 during the first ten years woud be eligible. The roster was 
gone over and we found that of the 347 who had joined during 
the first ten years only 185 remained active in the lodge (by 
active I mean paid dues) the balance having severed their con- 
nection with the organization, demitted or died. I note here 
with regret that in compiling the list of eligible members few 
were un-intentionally left off the list and were not invited to 
the first reunion, which was held on January 22, 1914. On 
that evening ninety-eight were present and a dinner served in 
the social session room. Dr. Moorhead was chosen as toast 
master and after the dinner was out of the way we just turned 
ioose and cut up like old times. Toasts were responded to by 
Dan Miller, Dr. John E. Sulger, Jack Paddock and Dave Walt- 
son, old time songs were sung by Gabe Davis, Will Katzenbach, 
Roy Lawrence and Thomas Beggs. They sang individually and 
collectively and they sure were good. Remember “That Little 
Old Red Shawl.” they sang that and a iot of other good ones. 
They were greatly enjoyed and loud cries of “Peat That" were 
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heard. Certainly we couldn't stay all night so we elected some 
officers and went home. Dr. Moorhead, President: David Wat- 
голе Vice-President; Charles A. Miller, m APR and Bob 
Nitsche, Treasurer. The second session of the Old Boys was 
held Jan. 14th, 1915, in the sociai session room and inaug 
seven old timers parked their number tens Truth the festive 
board and enjoyed a well appointed dinner.

Eighty-three members were present at the dinner. The iiec 
Wasifurnished by Dwight Allen, Jack Paige, Geo. Schaal um 
Davis and Roy Lawrence. George Nattkemper, Bob Nitsche 
Romeo Weinstein, Dave Watson, Ora Davis, G. A. Gagg asd 
W. E. Hendrichs made short talks. As the desert was being 
served, Frank (Mary Ellen) Ryan came in. Late, as usual. 


The following members died during the year: Edward West- 
fall, Frank L. Campbell, Wiiliam с. Durham, Frank McKeen, 
James M. Sankey, Robert G. Watson, William I. Law and Wil- 
liam 15, Parrott. 

On January 17th, 1918, we met for the fifth time. Eighty- 
nine were present at the lunchcon, which was served instead 
of an elaborate dinner, following the idea of conservation 
practiced during the war. President Moorhead’s address of wel 
come was foilowed by Dr. Sulger who responded to “Our Ab- 
sent Brothers; Charles White, "Our Flag," and Frank H. 
Cooper the Eleven O'clock Toast. Spencer F. Ball died on 
Nov. 6th, 1917. The following officers were elected: Пг. 
Moorhead, President; David L. Watson, Vice-President; Geo. 
A. Schaal, Secretary, and Robert F. Nitsche, Treasurer. 

The sixth annual reunion held May 24th, 1919, was the most 
pretentious in the way of decorations and entertainment. The 
social session room was arranged and decorated to resembie 
a roof garden, and a lunch was served at the small tables 
while the show was given on the stage. This entertainment 
was a reproduction as near as possible of an entertainment 
given in the club rooms in the opera house on February 9th, 
1901. Many of the Old Boys who took part in the 1901 show 
took part this evening, doing thc same stunt or singing the 
same song. ‘The idea was very novel and the show was highiy 
entertaining. The idea was conceived and arranged by Frank 
Cooper. After the show the business meeting was held and 
the foliowing officers were elected: Frank H. Cooper, presi- 
dent; David L. Watson, vice-president; George Schaal, secre- 
tary; Robert Nitsche, treasurer. During the year we lost four 
Old Boys by death, John Е. Beggs, M. А. Boor, Charles Е. Bra- 
man and Thomas W. Kinser. 

On May 29ih, 1920, seventy of the Old Boys met to cele- 
brate the seventh annual reunion. Following the dinner 
President Cooper waleomed the members. Talks were made 
by Dr. Moorhead, Char.es White and Dr. Sulger. The Secre- 
tary reported that there were only 158 active menibers. The 
following, having died during the year, W. H. Albrecht, Sr.; 
Frank C. Crawford, Hal H. Dronberger, George E. Farrington, 
R. Dudley Diggs, George A. Gagg and Edward M. Sparks. 

The dinner was followed by an entertainment in the social 
session room. It was a very clever take off on the different 
presidential candidates after the fashion of the famous Grid- 
iron Club of Washington. On May 28, 1921, nearly eight 
years after the first meeting of the Oid Boys, we gathered to- 
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gether to celebrate the occasion. Seventy of the faithful 
responded to the call and were welcomed by l'resident Schaal. 
Letters were read from Roy Lawrence of Youngstown, Ohio, 
and David L. Watson of Thebes, Illinois. Frank Cooper recit- 
ed an original peom, “Тһе Days of Аша Lange Syne”: which 
Was greatly enjoyed. John L. Crawford dicd during the year. 
The officers elected for this year were Robert Nilsche, presi- 
dent; Fred Heinl, vice-president; Harry O. Bronson, secretary, 
and Wiiliam К. Hamilton,, treasurer. Dr. Sulger responded 
to the eleven o'clock toast and after singing Auld Lange Syne 
the meeting adjourned.

To celebrate our Tenth reunion it was decided to change 
the form of entertanment, and a ride up the river was agreed 
on. On the afternoon of June 2nd, 1923, aboard the good 
ship “Old Boy" we celebrated the event. That is was a suc- 
cess, there is no doubt for there was a general demand that 
the affair be repeated next year. Admiral Nitsche welcomed 
the bunch and told them the boat was theirs and gave them 
the key to the river. The first stop was made at Art Stemp- 
fle's camp, where a fish fry awaited them. This fish dinner was 
greatly enjoyed as the crisp salt air on the Wabash had given 
the crew a heaithy appetite. The boat then proceeded north 
and the boys indulged in cards and dancing. The mustard 
dance being quite popular with some. During the year the 
following Old Boys died: Charles C. Fisbeck. Herman Hulman 
and Anthony G. Blake. 


At the end of the tenth year of our existence we have an 
active list of 117 members, 38 having died since organization. 

Everything good has to come to an end and all too soon the 
boat docked at Walnut strect and the big event was over.

“In 1925 the Old Boys decided that having heid two succes- 
sive nautical equatic reunions they would conclude their sea- 
faring marine sessions by producing the opera Pinafore. The 
good ship Old Boy was transformed into a replica of H. M. 5. 
Finafore, and three score sad sea dogs from the ranks og the 
Old Boys presented the opera aboard ship in the fin de наше 
style and finish their performances are noted for. In tage 
hey outclassed all previous productions by an "a Ug eed 
Est including two Littie Buttereups (Os. Kantman and Bill 
Hearn the Dainty Duo) and six Dick Deadeye's by a sextet of 
Old Boy acrobatic song and dance artists. Jack Paige as Hebe 
made a distinct hit by interpolating his famous Lydia Pink- 
ham creation. Stage Manager Walt Himmelbauer а оң 
his job with realistic effects, poured a barrel of indigo into ma 
river together with some soft soap and a lot of salt ЦИЕ 
with telling effect a real "ocean biue" with briny waves. Billy 
Sanders immediately got sea sick and fell into the river. 


The year following still having a hungerfest to play outside, 
the Old Band decided to give a coliosal three ring circus and 
under a huge big top fifty Old Boy bareback riders, aerial per- 
formers, ground and lofty tumblers, clowns and daring feat 


specialists gave a wonderful performance, those who made up 
the audience sat spell bound at the tripie bareback act of Mlle's 
DePuy, Moorhead and Jenkins the Three Equestrian Graces 
(Oh! Doctor) Tom Brown Wagner and his clown band of saxo- 
jazzers won an ovation as did Eddie Walsh in his leap for life 
thru six firey rings. Many other star acts were given, the per- 
formance closing with an exciting hippodrome race with flly- 
ing machines. 


So great was the success of the circus, the next year it was 
decided to revive the lost art of burnt cork minstrelsy and 
stage an Old Boys Mastadon Minstrel performance with 100 
strong, (quite strong). Such a sensation was created by In- 
terlocutor Doc Sulger and his corps of Old Boy comedians, 
song and dance artists, and minstrel premiers that a universal 
demand was received from Old Boy Clubs all over the U, S. 
for publie benefit performances, and a 30 day tour was plan- 
ned, the company traveling in special autos designed by an 
Old Boy who had just perfected a marvelous rotary engine, 
and substituting gasoline with a compressed gas capsule, each 
capsule capable of generating gas to drive the car one hour 
at a 100 mile speed over ordinary roads, these capsules were 
about the size of an army rifle cartridge, and in clips of ten 
were fed automatically into the tank as required. The auto 
bodies were of elaborate design and were studded and en- 
crusted with hundreds of many coiored cut glass jewels that 
sparkled and radiated every hue of the rainbow, at night the 
radiance of these jewels were greatly intensitied by powerful 
electric light rays forced thru them from beneath, the lights 
being automatically operated to give a continuous scintillating 
kaleidoscope of entrancing brilliancy—the sensation of the 
century. 


The benefits given in the various cities were so profitable 
that the Old Boys share was large enough to allow them to 
build a magnificent and luxurious Club House and Home. A 
big house warming-home coming Christmas tree session fol- 
lowed the next Christmas and a new and novel feature was in- 
troduced in connection with the response to the Eleven 
O’clock Toast, when the toast was announced every Old Boy 
unable to be present responded by either, their voice being 
perfectly produced by a radio receiver and amplifier. Col. 
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Pugh, on his honeymoon, called up from the South Sea Islands 
and bade all a Merry Christmas. Bill McPeak in Turkey look- 
ing after some new Harem Scarem Oil stock, followed; saying: 
I hit a turkish pipe last night and dreamed Santa brought me 
six big gushers, then I woke up and found I had spilled спа 
дат pipe all over the bed. Dan Miller tired of globe trotting 
by east and west circles was on a swing around the earth from 
pole to pole, and broadcasted in from ship board on the gauaz 
tor, where he said they had a hot old Christmas. Pipes Robin- 
son waved in next from Honolulu, and true to his usual form 
informed the boys that, owing to a prolonged draught and 
several prairie fires on the island (ће grass crop was a com- 
plete failure and that the dancing girls haden't a single straw 
to their girdles, but that they were not worrying being well 
supplied with rouge and lip sticks and taken "altogether" 
they beat any bunch Mac Sennet ever collected. Old Deacon 
Hill chimed in from San Diego saying: “Ной dog! 1 leave for 
Honolulu in the morning, and thus from land and sea the 
world over, greetings from distant brothers were received. 


The success of the perfect timing and receipt of the mes- 
sages incited one of our Old Boy inventors into the develop- 
ment of a new wonder called the Occulaurigraph, at the next 
Old Boy reunion one side of the banquet hall was covered 
with a white screen, and having previously arranged with Old 
Boy clubs all over the country to hold their reunions on the 
same date and a schedule of time having been arranged so as 
not to interfere with one another; at seven o'clock the presi- 
dent called order, pushed a button turned a dial and plugged 
in on a small panel on the table before him, instantly there 
flashed upon the screen a full sized reproduction of the scene 
as actually occurring at the moment in the banquet hall of 
the Old Boys of New York City. Clearly depicting the room 
and furnishings in actual color and every movement of the 
members. Тће Occulaurigraph at the same time reproduced 
instantly the program being carried out by the New York 
boys; thus the boys of 86 sat, looked and listened at their ses- 
sion in Terre Haute at and to the N. Y. session, seeing and 
hearing the same as if they had been at the N. Y. session.

In conclusion six Indiana Old Boy sessions were Пазћ- 
ed on the screen at one time, in reduced size, the six cities 
were notified that one of our boys would sing and all request- 
ed to join in the chorus, George Schaal started his old Rambl- 


ing song, and the boys of 86 sitting around their table saw 
and heard five hundred Old Boys in six different sessions come 
rambling in on the chorus in perfect time to Schaaly's swing- 
ing baton. Grandpa Watson became so excited seeing and 
hearing his brother Elks from all over old Indiana that as 
Schaaly sit down Granny climbed on the table saying: ‘Once 
more before Г die it's my swan song— but here goes" and 
Three Little Flies reverberated and re-reverberated back again 
thru Hoosierland as five hundred lusty voices boomed their 
disregard for the ‘groceryman’. 


The auto rotary engine driven by compressed gas had so 
revolutionized motive power, that its application and adaption 
to air ship navigation resulted in stablizing air travel and set- 
ting it ahead of ull other modes of travel, and a corporation 
of Old Boy millionaires was organized to build and operate a 
deluxe line of air crafts, the first of the flect completed was 
christened "The Old Boys" a magnificent palalial air ship 
larger than the ocean ship Leviathan, it had a capacity of five 
hundred passengers besides its crew, a large roof garden oc- 
cupied the top deck, on other decks besides luxurious quarters, 
banquet halls, ball-roons, theatre and concert halls, were 
fresh and salt water swimining pools, bowling alleys, billiard 
rooms, gymnasium, ete., ete., in the hole was a fine rathskeller 
and caberet.
